N JULY NINTH the Friars and Sisters of the 

Atonement with their associates and friends 

throughout the world jovfully celebrate the 

feast of the Blessed Virgin under the glorious 
title of Our Lady of the Atonement 

This holy name is of special meaning to the 
Society of the Atonement because it originated at 
Gravmoor many vears ago under Father Paul and 
Mother Lurana. It is a tribute to their love and 
zeal that at the present time this festival is kept 
as the patronal feast of their communities and of 
the organizations which they founded or inspired, 
notably the Rosarv League of Our Ladv of the 
Atonement and the more recently established League 
of Praver for Unity, both dedicated to the cause 
of reunion. 

Our Lady of the Atonement is a feast of spec ial 
importance this vear, for 1958 marks the golden 
jubilee of the institution of the Chair of Unity 
Octave under Father Paul. “Who can know,” wrote 
this great apostle of Unity, “what glorious answers 
Divine Omnipotence may give to our Rosarians, 
who, uniting themselves to the Sacred Heart. of 
Jesus and the Immaculate Heart of Marv. shall 
reiterate the praver of Christ the King that they who 
believe in Him mav all be One, that the whole world 
mav believe and accept His sceptre and eternal 


salvation.” 


MERE ts another reason for invoking the Mother 
pe God with special fervor on her Atonement 
feast day this vear. On July 3 the ninth Lambeth 
Conference will begin in) England. devoted to a 
great extent to the question of Christian Unity. 
Three committees have been set up to consider 
such points as approaches to unity; unity and the 
ecumenical movement; the relation of the Anglican 
communion with other religious bodies. 

It is not our intention to discuss the details of 
their meeting which will last until August 10, but 
to enlist the intercession and love of Our Ladv in 
praving for these separated brethren as they meet 
to consider the matter of religious unity. It_ is 
another example of Father Paul's observation that 


“There is much searching of heart going on among

our separated brethren in the various Protestant 
denominations.” 

We mav further follow his reflection: “Now is 
the time to pray with Mary, through Jesus, to God 
the Father that Our Lord's praver on the night of 
His betrayal will begin to be fulfilled: “Holy Fathe1 
keep them in Thy name whom Thou hast given Me; 
that they mav be One, even as We also are One. ” 

We recall too the words of Cardinal Stritch made 
known some four vears ago when the Second 
Assembly of the World Council of Churches met in 
Evanston, Hlinois during the Marian Year. He stated 
that those outside the Church need “great graces to 
overcome prejudices, to break down the wall of mis 
understanding which has long existed between us 
Prav that they, with God's ¢race. mav find the 
Church of Christ the Mother Church which waits 
for them with open arms and longs to receive them. 
Pray that they may come to look upon Mary. the 
Mother ot Jesus, as their own true Mother in Christ.

MONG the latest religious fads in various parts 
of the world is faith healing. A few vears 
ago the roval family of Holland was said to 
have emploved the services of a woman 

faith healer to try to cure the partial blindness of 
the youngest princess. In France there are reported 
to be more faith healers than licensed doctors 
While in Germany the leaders of this religious sect 
continue to increase dailv. 

In the United States a number of faith healers 
has gained prominence, such as the late Jack Coe 
of Dallas; Walter Grant of Texas and Arkansas 

who claims to have special knowledge of Flying 

Saucers); Kathryn Kuhlman of Pittsburgh; Agnes 
Sanford, who conducted a service in St. John’s 
Episcopal Church in Washington, D.C.; and Leroy 
Kopp, Aubrey Lee, and Tommy Hicks of California. 
Healer Lee asks his listeners who are ill to place 
their hands on their radios while he says: “We 
rebuke that vile disease. Satan, take your vile 
disease from that body. God bless everyone in the 
household, including old grandma or granddad with 
that old rheumatism.” Some healers offer their fol- 
lowers a plastic cross that glows in the dark as “the 
vlow of God's presence” and others promise to send 
an autographed picture of Our Lord for a specitied 
donation. 


B FAR the most widely known of the faith healers 
is the 40-year-old energetic minister from Tulsa, 
Okla., Oral Roberts. Born in Ada, about 12 miles 


from Tulsa, he claims to have been cured of stutter-

ing and tuberculosis by a faith healer when he was 
I7 vears old. His first contact with God, he states 
came in Tulsa when he lav in the back seat of a 
borrowed car, with his parents and brother in front 
and heard God speak to him. He savs that he was 
commissioned to “take God's healing power to my 
generation.” He is an ordained minister of the Pente- 
costal Holiness Church. He savs that he has had 
seven direct revelations from God_ to preach the 
Gospel, to cure the sick, and to cast out demons. 
However, during the first vears of his ministry, 
1935-1947, he was extremely unhappy because he 
had not received the power to cure even though 


God had promised to give it to him. 


ROTHER ROBERTS has a TV program and a radio 

broadcast carried on 450 stations (this marks a 
decline over the past two vears). He is erecting a 
seven-story. building in Tulsa, called “Healing Wa- 
ters.” to house his headquarters. With a caravan of 
eight trucks to transport: his equipment, he has 
toured the Philippines, Canada, and the United 
States. Some time ago he was forced to cancel a 
tour in Australia because criticism of what he was 
doing became too strong. His 1958 schedule calls 
for crusades in 17 American cities. 

While Aimee Semple McPherson, who founded 
the International Church of the Four Square Gospel 
in Los Angeles, was the most colorful personality 
of the Pentecostal Sect to which Oral Roberts be- 
longs, she surely did not have the following that 


he claims.yFor the past 10 years he has preached 
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his doctrine of faith-healing with increased popu- 
larity and remarkable financial success. With an 
income re ported to be well in excess of $109,000.00 
a vear, Mr. Roberts is the owner of a well-stocked

An 
Episcopal clergyman has called his TV show a 
nauseating display of superstitious bad taste.” 
Others contend that his so-called cures are open 
to investigation and “in absence of rigid medical 
screening before and after the reported cures, no 
absolute answer can be given.” There is little attempt 
bv Roberts’ staff to gather and record medical and 
psychiatric evidence that would substantiate his 
claims of curing 

Mr. Roberts admits that there are hundreds who 
are not cured by “his laving on of hands” and his 
praving over them.” But he attributes these failures 
to the presence of skeptics in the audience. He says 
that unbelief has tied God's hands. In other instances 
the cures last no longer than the program. In spite 
of this he has a tremendous tollowing. Even some 
Catholics have been impressed by his method and 
claimed results. But we wish to show that much 
phenomena can be explained by natural causes and 
that Catholics can in no way take part in or support 


this religious group. 


rywiere is surely a vast difference between the faith 

healing of Mr. Roberts and the cures reported 
at Catholic shrines, for example, at Lourdes. Since 
the shrine in honor of the Immaculate Conception 
began in the Pyvrennes after Our Lady appeared to 
Bernadette just a hundred vears ago, medical data 
has been gathered and recorded on any patient 
who was reported to have been cured. With the 
rigid rules that are used only 54 cases from. 1.250 
reported have been regarded as miracles by the 
Church. For according to definition a miracle is a 
phenomenon in nature which can be perceived by 
the senses, is outside of the ordinary laws of nature, 
and is brought about by some special activity. of 
God. Before the Church will even consider the pos- 
sibilitv of a miracle at Lourdes two medical boards. 
one at Lourdes and the other at Paris, must testify 
to the inability of medicine and psychiatry to explain 
the cure. Neurotic cases are ruled out immediately. 
To be certified as miraculous a case must show these 
characteristics: Absence of a curative element 
(drugs, treatment, etc.). instantaneousness, irregu- 
larity of healing method, no convalescence, and 
function restored to a useless organ. Such is the

The reported accomplishments come mostly trom 
such an atmosphe re involving excitement and mass 
rhythmic movements, hand-clapping, hymn-singing 
musical interpolations ete.

One critic has said that a projection of cures 
could be made by dividing apparent ailments and 
handicaps into those that are physical and due to 
trauma (wound), and those that arise from func 
tional blockages that are pure lv mental and can be 
relieved by suggestion or other psychological help 
and the person is restored to normal mental func 
tioning. This category includes apparent spinal 
injuries, false tumors, false pregnancies, apparent 


blindness paralysis, ete. 


rye poputarn mind considers healing as miraculous 
| when appearances suggest a result that is bevond 
natural causes. But this judgment can be, and is in 
a darge majority of cases, erroneous. A mind that 
is ill can cause physical appearances that are identi 
cal with the svinptoms of an organic disease. The 
lame walk. a swelling disappears, blindness is cured 
—not because of anv miracle or faith healing, but 
because the mental distortion has been removed 
Thus it happens that people can be restored tempo 
rarily or permanently to a normal way of life through 
the elimination of the mental block. It seems that 
faith healers gain much success in this wavy. 

It should be admitted that some faith healers 
have abilities and qualifications which inspire conti- 
dence and naturally attract others—just as some men 
are natural leaders. It mav also be said, regardless 
of their theology, that some of them have simply 
stumbled into success in faith healing which can be 
explained by natural causes. It should also be noted 
that these healers may give confidence to people 
who normally would lack it, such as neurotics. They 
may be very sincere and believe that God has given 
them special powers or that He works through them 
in extraordinary ways, but their sincerity does not 
change the fact that they are devoted to a type ot 
religion that can have no place with Catholics. 

Criticism. (1) If Our Lord intended that His 
followers should have the power to heal the sick, He 
would have given them that power. The obvious 
fact that they do not possess it should be sufficient 
evidence that this was not in the divine plan. There

NE SPRING day in 1947 a young Arab 
bedouin, picturesquely named Muhammed 
adh-Dhib or “The Wolf,” searching for a 
lost goat along the Dead Sea coast, noticed

SCOVETY which set off one of the most interesting 
terary detective cases of modern times. Inside the 
wrow entrance the ground was covered with bits 
{ pottery, but a number of intact jars attracted his 
ttention. When he emerged into the full light of 
wo he bore in his arms the contents of the eight 
us—eight leather manuscript rolls wrapped in 
inen cloths. 

Judging that his treasure-trove, apparently an- 
cient, might be of monetary value, the discoverer 
took some of them to nearby Bethlehem and_ tried 
to sell them to the merchants. Eventually, after 
nany odd adventures, some of the serolls found 
their way to the Syrian bishop of Jerusalem, who 
had photographs made of them, Meanwhile, other 
bedouins were hard at work searching the caves 
dong the rocky ledges of the sea-coust and making 
further discoveries, some of which found their way 
to the Hebrew University in Jerusalem. 

Imagine the excitement of the experts when they 
vere led to make the following conclusions: these 
documents dated back at least to the First Century 
\.D., or perhaps to the First Century B.C.; one man 
uscript contained the complete Book of the prophet 
Isaias; other writings included a manual of discipline 
belonging to a Jewish religious Community. By Sep- 
tember of 1945, when 30 photographs of the Hebrew 
script were published, the importance of the discov- 


ery became evident to scholars evervwhere. 


TEVERTHELESS, doubts and questions still persisted: 
a How could such manuscripts be preserved in 
Palestine’s relatively wet climate? When and by 
vhom were the manuscripts first written? Where 
was the famous cave which contained them? Up to 
now the young Arabs had stoutly refused to reveal 
the location of their lucky grotto. 
The first thing to do was to find the hidden cave 
a task as difficult in that terrain as locating an 
thandoned bird’s nest in a petrified forest. At this 
time, however, though the Arab-Jewish war was 
vetting into full swing, Colonel Lippens, a UN 
observer, managed to enlist two soldiers of the Arab 
legion as helpers in the search. Not too many days 
later one of them was led to the eagerly sought cave 
by telltale pieces of crockery and linen. Two arche- 
ologists, one of them the Dominican Father Roland 
de Vaux, were summoned to examine the cave. They 
not only agreed with the earlier claim that the manu- 
ripts were from the First Century B.C. and A.D., 
hut suggested that the scrolls had been carefully 
hidden away with the intention of being later 
retrieved. Whoever had hidden them had never 


turned,

The vears 1948-1952 witnessed a search along 
the sand and the rocky ledges of the western Dead 
Sea coast comparable to the searches which at other 
times and places have been made for gold, or oil, 
or radium. Bands of Arabs, organized scientitic 
expeditions, free-lance groups thoroughly explored 
the area. The results continued to be sensational. 
From the dark and long-abandoned caves thousands 
of manuscript fragments were unearthed. Just about 
everv book of the Old Testament was represented as 
well as commentaries and other religious works. By 
the end of 1952 nearly 10,000 fragments belonging 
to at least 400 works had been found.

te together the fragments, and to photograph 
them would be a long and painstaking enterprise. 
Then they would have to be deciphered and inter- 
preted. In order to provide enough contrast to make 
the script readable, photographic reproductions were 
made on special plates with infra-red light.

Who was this “Teacher of Right 
eousness?” From the writings a few 
facts can be pieced together. He was 
a priest of the Old Law who lived 
about 150 B.C. While a_ priest) he 
came to a realization that he was liv 
ing a sinful life and he therefore 
undertook his mission of preaching a 
holier life to his contemporaries 
Soon, however, he met with great op- 
position, but his determination to con 
tinue his mission led him to found the 
community at Qumran where he and 
his disciples pursued the practice and 
the study of the law of Moses. Such 
was the origin of the community on 
the Dead Sea to whose piety and 
industry we owe the preservation of 
the scrolls of Qumran 

In the 10 vears which have elapsed 
since the discoveries at Qumran, a 
large number of articles, books. and 
radio and TV programs have discussed 
the significance of the scrolls and of 
the community which preserved them 
Some there were among the religious 
liberals who jumped early into the 
scent of the discovered writings and 
claimed similarities between the Es 
senes and the Christians or between 
the “Teacher of Righteousness” and 
Christ. Others alleged that the dis 
coveries would lead to a re-evaluation 
of Christianity. These were the most 
recent manifestation — of 
which for 20 centuries have been

Briefly, what conclusions are we to 
draw from the Qumran and other dis- 
coveries? The first is that the text of 
the Old Testament has been transmit- 
ted throughout the centuries without 
any basic change. The newly discov- 
ered manuscripts of the Hebrew Bible 
are 10 centuries older than the earli- 
est Hebrew Bible which had up to 
now been in the possession of Jews or 
Christians. This can partially be ex- 
plained by the fact that when manu- 
scripts get old and worn, new copies 
are made. When we desire to read 
Dickens’ Tale of Two Cities we rarely 
desire a first edition or the original 
manuscript. We desire a legible and

One reason why the Dead Sea 
manuscripts survived so long is that 
theve were caretully preserved, sealed 
away, and unused for more than 20 
centuries 

Furthermore, where there are di- 
vergencies between the later and the 
newly found manuscripts, account 
must be taken of the fact that all liv- 
ing languages, like the Hebrew. un- 
dergo gradual changes in vocabulary 
After long periods of 
time, verbal and grammatical changes 


and grammar 


must be made if the language is to be 
understood by the people Language 
expresses meaning therefore changes 
are justified when thev express the 
original meaning 

An interesting discovery made by 
the scholars was that where there 
were differences between the Dead 
Sea manuscripts of the Old Testament 
and the later Hebrew Old Testaments 
these clit fe rences were accounted for 
by comparing the Dead Sea manu 
scripts with the Septuagint, a Greek 
translation of the Old Testament Bible 
made before the time of Christ. An- 
other interesting discovery made was 
that several books of the Bible. con 
tained in the Septuagint but missing 
in the later Hebrew Bible, were found 
to be present in the Dead Sea Scrolls 
These books. incidentally, were omit- 
ted from the Bible By later Protestant 
Reformers, but thev have always been 
in the canonical Bible of the Catholic 
Church. Perhaps now some Protes- 
tants will see fit to add them to their 
Bibles 

Finally, the non-Biblical writings 
unearthed at Qumran show that the 
life and thought of the men who 
divelt there was entirely in the Old 
Testament tradition. As Theodor H 
Gaster savs in his translation of The 
Dead Sea Scriptures, they show no 
knowledge of distinctive Christian 
doctrines such as the reality of the 
Incarnation or of the Eucharist. When 
then speak ot the “New Alliance or 
the “Messias” thev are expressing the 
ancient hope of Israel which was 
premised but not then realized. They 
reflect the religious climate of the 
Jewish people in the centuries imme- 
diately preceding the coming of 
Christ. The “Teacher of Righteous- 
ness,” like other religious Jews of his 


time, eagerly awaited the Messias 
Christ was the Messias.

The Graymoor lawyers threw up their hands in frus 

tration when the Mother told them of her decision to 
keep what thev called “a good case” out of court. Yet the 
Foundress knew that the stigmatized hands of Saint 
Francis were raised in blessing and she was content 
Words of encouragement came to her from those who 
could see her point of view. Father Solanus, a Capuchin 
Friar, wrote 

“TL assure vou that T have thanked Almighty God and 
do thank Him for having inspired someone with such 
truly Franciscan sentiments as were manifest. in’ vou 
gentle protest to the plaintiffs’ attorney of that Graymoor 
Church property case. Continue in your determination 
never to quarrel, as our Holy Rule enjoins, and be sure 
you will have more powerful patrons on your side than 
intrigue and irreligion and silver and gold can ever 
procure.”

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She knew well enough with Saint Paul that we have here 
no abiding city. She knew too, with Saint Francis, that 
God had given Gravmoor to the Society of the Atone 
ment and because it was God's gift she loved every part 
of it. She realized perhaps, more than others, the bigotry 
that prompted the suit adainst her Community 

rhe vear 1910, then, had its crosses. It also had its 
jovs. Saint John’s little church was being renovated and 
the auxiliary, Bishop Cusack, came from New York to 
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rededicate it. To commemorate the reception of the 
Society of the Atonement into the Church, the Sisters 
ie the Friars a life-size statue of Saint Francis which 
was blessed by the Very Reverend Edward Blecke on the 
Sallie day hie blessed the new chapel ot Sat Francis on 
the Mount. The statue of the Troubadour of Assisi had 
been placed on a natural pedest il hewn out of the rock 
nd there he stands to this day 

But the outstanding jov of the vear was the ordina- 
tion of the Father Founder. He had received tonsure and 
Minor Orders on May 13: Sub-Diaconate on May 19 and 
Diaconate on Mav 21. The Archbishop set the date for 
ordination sometime in LOTL. All at Gravmoor had hoped 
to see their Father Founder with Holy Orders in the 
Summer of LOLO. Pravers were many, especially to Oun 
Lady of Perpetual Help. On June S. a letter from Fathes 
Paul in Dunwoodie Seminary, Youkers, told the thrilling 
news, the Archbishop would ordain him on June 16, the 
Feast of Our Lady of Perpetual Help 

Fhe Foundress wrote 

‘T can not describe the wonderful ceremony any 
more than TF can describe the dignity and the holiness of 
our dear Father. He was beautiful with the beauty of 
sanctity and simplicity. A true son of Saint Francis in 
his grav-brown habit and white vestments lined with 
blue and his white linen alb embroidered in blie with 
Our Lady's monogram and lilies. Ah. now no one can 
question his pri sthood—a priest fore ver!” 

Several friends were present at the ordination ind a 
few of them returned to Graymoor with Mother Lurana 
ind the Sisters that evening. On the following morning 
in the Chapel of Our Lady of the Angels. Father Paul 
James Francis said his first Mass, with Father Paschal 
as his archpriest It was a votive Mass of the Sacred 
Passion. Years earlier, when he had received the three 
basic texts of his Society from the Hand of God. the 
third text referred to the institution of the Holy Fucha- 
rist, that marvellous extension of the Atonement. And 
now on the [7th dav of June in the vear of Our Lord 
1910, his first official words as a priest of the Holy 
Roman Catholic Church offering the Holy Sacrifice of 
the Mass were these, “The Lord Jesus Christ humbled 
Himself unto death, even to the death of the Cross. The 
mercies of the Lord I will sing forever.” That Introit 
seemed to sum up his own vocation and that of his 
Society. The members would preach the Atoning Christ 
in season and out of season: they would with Saint 
Francis God's Troubadour, sing the mercies of the Lord 
forever 

The Father Founder continued to sav his Mass at the 
convent each morning. In October, on Saint Luke’s Dav, 
accompanied by three acolytes, he carried the Blessed 
Sacrament up to the Friary chapel and reservation began 
there. “He is a long-desired and weleome Guest.” the 


Foundress wrote, “and now Father is so happy.” 


A few days betore Christmas, a letter arrived from 
Archbishop Farley requesting a copy of the Rule of the 
Sisters of the Atonement 
takes away.” Mother Lurana said, “He will leave us our 
recitation of the Divine Office in English. Only a miracle, 
however, can save it.” 

Within Christmas week, Father Paschal arrived un- 
expectedly at Graymoor, bringing tidings of great jov. 
The Archbishop had approved the Constitutions without 
changing one word. When Father Paschal presented her 
with the signature of approbation Mother Lurana grate- 


=. hope whatever else God 
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fully exclaimed, “It is the Lord’s doing! Deo Cratias. 
And we thank Our Lady of Perpetual Help to whom we 
began a novena as soon as the Archbishop's letter 
arrived.’ 


Chapter 9—My Vows I Will Pay 


Lrnoucn 1910 had ended on a note of joy, the New 
[LYear dawned, as far as Graymoor was concerned, in 
the shadow of the cross. On January 14 arrangements 
were made with the Sisters of Saint Francis in Peekskill 
to receive two of the Gravmoor nuns for further training 
in the religious life. To be trained as future Novice Mis- 
tress, the Mother Foundress chose Sister Amelia, who 
had taken Sister Marv Anna’s place as “her right hand? 
Untortunately the second choice was not so happy as 
the first. Mother Lurana, in accordance with the gracious 
permission given her, paid her tirst visit to her daughters 
on the Feast of Saint Peter's Chair. “I found them cheer- 
ful.” she wrote, “but evervthing is verv strange to them. 
I do miss them 

Of her next visit to Mount Saint Francis, the Mother 
had this to say. “IT went to the convent and saw my two 
Sisters. Sister Amelia feels it all, that is, the separation 
from home and from her Mother, more, of course, than 
her companion who had been at Graymoor but a short 
time. But she is most edifying, patient and loval to her 
vocation and to our order of life.” The kind Sisters, too, 
were treating the Gravmoor Religious with all courtesy 
and thoughtfulness 

When a telephone was installed at Graymoor in the 
beginning of March, it was Sister Amelia who first heard 
the Mother's voice over the wires. Her companion did 
not hear it, because she did not wish to. By this time 
only a matter of a few short weeks, she had asked to be 
released from her attiliation with the Society of the 
Atonement. The details surrounding the detection were 
most painful to Mother Lurana, and this experience 
brought grief to her soul. Added to her own sorrow was 
the embarrassment suttered because of this by the Sisters 
of Saint Francis who had so kindly befriended the Grav- 
moor nuns. God was leading His chosen one by a strange 
path, indeed 

Had the trial stopped there, it would have been 
bearable, but once again the old ery was raised against 
her, “she was arbitrary with her subjects and altogether 
Without the Catholic spirit.” “Grayvmoor,” said her critics, 
“is still Protestant Actually. the Mother Foundress was 
protestant: only in’ this, that she protested vigorously 
against this attitude, because for the good of her Com- 
munity she felt bound in conscience to do so. “As for 
Graymoor, it is still Protestant, they sav. Our dear Lord 
knows how imperfect Tam and so full of faults that it is 
often the greatest trial of all to my faith to understand 
why God chose me for these things. I know only. that 
there is not a Protestant cell in my brain.
